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Putting D-c on Wheels

Under the stimulus of war require- 
ments, several new types of portable 
power units have been developed. It 
is very probable that this equipment 
will find a wide application in the con- 
struction industry. Here’s a unit de- 
veloped recently for the Navy. 


NE of the expensive obstacles 
to servicing ships in drydock 
has been the lack of d-c power 
where it was needed. Because 
ships under repair cannot furnish 
their own d-c power, and most 
shipyards use only a-c, the problem 
became acute early in the war 
when an increasingly large number 
of ships had to be serviced quickly 
—and at the same time. 
Conversion at a centrally located 
point meant using miles of heavy 
copper conductors, and many large 
receptacles. The excessive use of 
scarce material and man power 
made this economically inadvisable. 
The solution of this problem is 
a portable rectifier that can be 
moved close to where d-c power 
is needed. Mounted on a trailer, 
the entire equipment weighs 20 
tons. In the installation shown 
here, the deck is 25 feet long by 
8 feet wide. Additional area on the 
gooseneck provides space for part

of the cooling system, and for 
storing cable, hose, platform, and 
steps when moving the rectifier to 
new locations. Screw jacks are 
provided to support and level the 
gooseneck end. 

The rectifier illustrated above 
has served several famous ships. 
It converts 500 kw a-c to d-c by 
means of sealed ignitrons. As shown 
in the picture, component parts 
(from left to right) are: 

Incoming line compartment 

Circuit breaker 

Control transformer compartment 

Forced Pyranol-cooled transformer 

Rectifier units mounting ignitrons 

Direct-current control unit with elec- 
trically operated air circuit breaker 

Two heat exchangers, one for the recti- 
fier cooling water, and the other for 
the transformer Pyranol. 


Equipment Features 


1. The rectifiers and trans- 
formers are water cooled— 
in this dock installation, salt 
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water is delivered to the hea 
exchangers by the dock 
pumps. The distilled wate 
from the rectifier is circulated 
through its heat exchange 
by its own vertical circulating 
pump.

7 of this year, which makes collective 
gaining obligatory on the part of 
ost employers and employees in 
nada during the war period. An 
mployee is defined under that order 
;“a person employed .. . to do skilled 
und unskilled manual, clerical or tech- 
ical work.” The only exemptions are 
persons employed in a “confidential 
upacity and those having authority to 
ploy or discharge employees.” 


Exemptions sought 

Subsequent to the passage of the 
ander, representatives of the engineer- 
ing organizations of Canada appealed 
» the Wartime Labor Relations Board 

have persons employed in a profes- 
inal capacity exempted from the pro- 
vsions of the act as being employed in 
iconfidential capacity (ENR, May 18, 
pge 724). As a result, the board 
mde such an exemption for profes- 
tonal engineers for a period of six 
nonths in order to give the engineers 
© opportunity to determine the views 
i their members as to whether or not 
hey wished to be included under the 
wllective bargaining provisions of the 
wder-in-council. 


Ontario engineers canvassed 


_ Associations of professional engineers 
n Canada have a semi-official status 
& the qualifying agency for the ki- 
casing of professional engineers to 
wractice in the several provinces. All 

engineers are automatically 
members of the association in the 
province in which they are registered. 
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In sending out its questionnaire, the 
council of the Ontario association stated 
that last year, when the Ontario gov- 
ernment was considering legislation 
with respect to collective bargaining, it 
had attempted to have its members ex- 
cluded, but had been only partly suc- 
cessful. An exclusion clause was added, 
but it was not all inclusive. 

The council stated further that under 
the Ontario act, and now under the new 
federal order-in-council, unions can 
assume bargaining rights for engineer- 
ing employees, and that as a result, the 
only way in which engineers can assert 
their own rights is to set up bargain- 
ing agencies for professional persons. 

As the association itself cannot act as 
a bargaining representative for its mem- 
bers, the council unanimously decided 
to encourage its members to form their 
own organizations for the purpose of 
collective bargaining. 


Professional group favored 


The Ontario association has a total 
membership of 5,737 of whom 3,221 are 
registered or licensed engineers and 
2,516 are engineers-in-training. The 
questions put to the members by the 
council of the association, together with 
the number of replies to each question, 
are given in the accompanying table.

Other provinces to act 


It is expected that a similar survey 
of the views of the membership of the 
professional associations in other 
provinces will be made. The Engineer- 
ing Institute of Canada has set up a 
committee to recommend the procedure 
that the Institute should take with re- 
spect to this question. 


H. A. Kemp fo direct 
D.C. sanitary engineering 


Harold A. Kemp, who since 1940 
has been head engineer in the office of 
Chief of Engi- iis 
neers, U. S. Army, a 
has resigned to be- 
come director of 
sanitary engineer- 
ing for the District 
of Columbia. He 
will have charge of 
all water, sewer- 
age and refuse ac- 
tivities. He suc- 
ceeds the late John 
Blake Gordon. 

Mr. Kemp has been associated with 
the district office on two previous occa- 
sions, first as general superintendent of 
design and construction for the sewage 
treatment plant and for rebuilding the 
pumping station, between 1934 and 
1937; and again as chief engineer, De- 
partment of Sanitary Engineering, 1938- 
1940. 

He was graduated with a B.S. degree 
from Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
Blacksburg, Va., in 1917, and later was 
a student at Rutgers University. He has 
served as construction engineer for the 
Dupont Engineering Co., Buffalo, and 
as construction engineer for George C. 
Diehl, Inc., also of Buffalo. In earlier 
years he was senior engineer for the 
Corps of Engineers at which time he 
was chief of design for the Illinois 
Waterways, and later for the Upper Mis- 
sissippi River Project. He also served 
as principle engineer of the North At- 
lantic Division office. 
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Lumber labor trouble 
impedes Navy jobs 


Shortage of construction lumber, 
mainly attributed to recent strikes and 
existing unrest among 30,000 lumber 
workers in the Pacific Northwest, in 
mid-July was seriously impeding pro- 
gress on some $400,000,000 of West 
Coast Navy construction contracts, 

The shortage of lumber materials 
developed at a time when contractors 
engaged in carrying out huge Navy 
contracts already were harassed by 
insufficient manpower to meet their 
heavy requirements. 

Curtailment of lumber shipments 
from Washington and Oregon served 
to postpone for the time being a definite 
conclusion among contractors as to the 
success or failure of the recent Navy- 
A. F. of L. agreement under which the 
unions were to recruit labor from less 
critical areas and transport it to the job 
at government expense. 

In the first reference to this agree- 
ment (ENR June 22, 1944, page 905) 
we reported that this agreement. re- 
lieved the contractor from the responsi- 
bility of recruiting labor “outside of a 
100-mile radius of the project”. We are 
informed by the Navy that this is incor- 
rect, and that the contractors are not 
relieved of this responsibility. The 
Navy points out that in most cases the 
actual employment of labor has in- 
creased steadily, if slowly, on its im- 
portant construction projects. 

Also related to the acute manpower 
shortage on the Pacific Coast is the re- 
cent Navy approval of deletion of the 
“liquidated damages” clause from all 
Bureau of Yards and Docks contracts. 
Under this clause contractors were pen- 
alized for failure to complete their work 
on scheduled time. 


Serious water shortage 


in Cleveland, Ohio 


A prolonged drought in the Cleve- 
land, Ohio, area is seriously curtailing 
war production and bringing drastic re- 
strictions on household use of water. 
Greatly increased industrial use of wa- 
ter in the last two years, plus inability 
to obtain additions to pumping facili- 
ties, left the municipal waterworks un- 
able to keep pace with consumption. 


Hardest hit by the shortage was the 
Fisher Aircraft Plant No. 2, at Cleve- 
land Airport, where more than 5,000 
man-hours of production have been lost 
since June 17, when it frequently be- 
came necessary, as water pressure fell, 
to discontinue work in the heat-treating. 
spot welding, and hydro press divisions. 
On occasions the plant dipped into its 
300,000 gal. fire protection reserve, 
stored in underground tanks, to con- 
tinue operations. Employees were. or- 
dered to bring drinking water because 
pressure was insufficient to supply foun- 
tains. An auxiliary supply brought from 
the nearby Berea waterworks prevented 
greater disruption of Fisher production. 


increase in industrial demand 


Municipal officials joined in a proc- 
lamation banning all sprinkling by 
householders, and enforced it by police 
and Civilian Defense workers. In-ex- 
plariation of the shortage. Utilities Di- 
rector Emil Crown cited these typical 
increases in industrial use of water in 
the last year: N.A.C;A. aircraft labora- 
tory, from 200,000 to 400,000 gal. daily; 
the Army's Crile General Hospital, from 
30.000 to 200,000 gal.: Fisher Aircraft 
plant, from 100,000 to 500,000. Two 
years ago the city was refused a WPB 
priority to add a 20 m.g.d. steam pump 
to augment its daily capacity of 140,- 
000,000 gallons, in anticipation of this 
demand. However, some portion of the 
responsibility is said to rest in the 
failure of the city purchasing depart- 
ment te stock a supply of natural rubber 
valves for an existing 20 m.g.d pump. 
The synthetic material currently being 
used for the flow regulators has not! 
given satisfactory service, and has neces-. 
sitated frequent shutdowns for replace- 
ment, as well as causing below-capacity 
production at other times. 

On the possibility that some engineer- 
ing resource to alleviate the situation 
might have been overlooked, the admin- 
istration employed C. S. Timanus of 
Burns & McDonnell Engineering Co., 
Kansas City, to check the waterworks 
operation. Federal officials also indicated 
their concern by sending to Cleveland 
Frederick Weed, chief of the water divi- 
sion of WPB’s office of war utilities, to 
get information. Mr. Weed approved 
the no-sprinkling order, and said that 
when a similar situation confronted De- 
troit last year cessation of all use of 
water for gardens and lawns reduced 
peak consumption by a fifth. 


Agreement reached 
on wartime constructic, 


Following a dispute that ha 
for many months, Army and Navy a 
thorities in San Francisco have oa 
to an agreement with the City oj 9 
Francisco over the extent to which 
city will exercise control over build,, 
construction carried out within the cit 
limits by the Army or Navy for 
duration of the war. 

Relations between the Army. \gy 
and the San Francisco Fire Departmey 
became strained soon after Peay] Har 
bor when the armed forces leased , 
large number of downtown buildings 
and employed private contractor , 
remodel them. Fire Chief Alber | 
Sullivan requested permission fo: hid 
men to inspect the work. The Arm 
and Navy refused his request. 

Events came to a head during the firg 
week of April when fire razed a $504, 
000 Army warehouse, and _fireme 
were faced with the dilemma g 
endeavoring to adjust their equipmen 
to off-size hydrants. Chief Sullivay 
later declared that his men, in on 
instance, found it necessary to dig w. 
derground to reach a valve which their 
standard wrenches would not fit. 


Mutual cooperation promised 


In the face of Chief Sullivan's 
charges, Army and Navy officials at San 
Francisco took up the matter with 
Washington and a series of a confer: 
ences was arranged between the Amy. 
Navy and city officials concerned with 
inspection of buildings within the city 
limits. As a result, it was announced 
on July 6 by the Twelfth Naval Dis 
trict that when the Army or Navy con- 
template construction or remodeling of 
buildings in San Francisco, a repte- 
sentative of the city department con 
cerned will be invited to collaborate 
in the preparation of the plans; copie 
of plans and specifications will be fur- 
nished to the city, and the city de 
partments concerned will be invited to 
inspect the work. In so far as directives 
from higher authorities with respect to 
the use of strategic materials will per- 
mit, the Army and Navy have agreed 
to abide by the suggestions of the city 
inspection bureaus and by the provi- 
sions of local ordinances and staté 
laws. The city has agreed to waive 
certain formalities with regard to appli- 
cations for building permits, etc.

ing 17 parts, including trusses, floorbeams, 
stringers, fittings, etc. Capacity of . the 
bridge is increased by adding fruss panels, 
both outside and on fop of the original 
panels to a maximum of three high, three 
wide. Such an assembly is shown in the top 
view where a span of about 240 ft. crosses a 
North African stream. In the lower view one 
tier of truss units is being used as a base 
on which another tier is slid forward to close 
the span of a wrecked viaduct in Italy. The 
Bailey Bridge units are also used with pontons 
fo cross streams of any width. 





Baltimore water project 
to cost $6,000,000 


Baltimore, Md., expects to award con- 
tracts in the fall for augmenting the 
municipal water supply if the War Pro- 
duction Board approves the city’s re- 
quest for authority to do the work, Leon 
Small, chief engineer of the Bureau of 
Water Supply, announced July 10. 

The work planned calls for the con- 
struction of 29,000 ft. of pipeline from 
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Hollofield, above Ellicott City on the 
Patapscp River, to connect at Liberty 
road and the western city line with a 
seven-mile tunnel running to the Monte- 
bello filtration plant. The work would 
cost about $6,000,000 and would be 
paid for from the $12,500,000 water 
loan which was approved by the voters 
in 1943. 

Baltimore’s consumption of water has 
been heavy. During June the average 
daily consumption -was about 182,000,- 
000 gallons. 
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The District of Columbia has plans 
for big postwar building program 


Total program involves $45,000,000 of construction; plans are 
complete for many projects, and work can proceed as soon as 


materials are available 


The District of Columbia has plans 
and specifications under way which will 
permit it to start on a $45,000,000 con- 
struction program of schools and other 
buildings, roads and roadway struc- 
tures; sewer, water, and other sanitary 
projects, as soon as funds and materials 
are available, according to Col. J. D. 
Arthur, Jr., assistant engineer commis- 
sioner. 

In connection with the building pro- 
gram, a number of projects were de- 
ferred when the shortage of critical 
materials developed, Col. Arthur says. 
These included three schools, and addi- 
tions to two other, to cost $2,440,000, 
for which funds have been appropri- 
ated, and for which plans and specifica- 
tions have been completed. 

Also deferred was construction of an 
incinerator, a fire engine house, a health 
center, a receiving home for children, 
and new dormitories at the District 
Training School at Laurel, Md., all to 
cost $985,000. 

Funds have been appropriated for the 
preparation of plans and specifications 
for four additional schools for which 
the total construction cost will be $2.- 
073,150. Additional funds in an amount 
of $92,674, to become immediately 
available and to remain so until ex- 
pended, were provided by the District of 
Columbia 1945 Appropriation Act, for 
plans and specifications for ten other 
school buildings, estimated to cost $2,- 
869,000. 

In regard to the highway program, 
plans and working drawings and speci- 
fications for numerous projects are com- 
plete or in progress. In addition to 
$2.220.900 of new street paving 
projects, a $200,000 grade separation 
structure over the B. & O. Railroad at 
Riggs Road, N.E., and another over 
the same railroad at Kansas Ave. N.E., 
are being planned. Construction funds 
are available, and plans are complete 
for a new bridge over the Anacostia 
River at South Capitol St., estimated 
to cost $4,500,000. 


Extensive highway program 


Plans have also been completed, but 
no construction funds are available, for 
an underpass at Dupont Circle, esti- 
mated to cost $1,250,000; and for the 
K Street. N.W. elevated highway be- 
tween Rock Creek and Key Bridge, to 
cost $2.200.000. Plans are being pre- 
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pared for a K Street, N.W., depressed 
highway between 21st St. and Rock 
Creek; a K Street trunk highway from 
12th St., N.W., to North Capitol St.; and 
a new Kingle Road Bridge; all at a total 
estimated cost of $8,200,000. It is ex- 
pected that work will start soon on 
plans for a new $5,000,000 14th Street 
bridge across the Potomac. Plans for 
approaches to these are to be handled 
separately. Plans for the above projects 
are financed either by District appropri- 
ation or federal aid funds. 

Specifications for 23 additional proj- 
ects, including two railroad-highway 
grade separations, one highway grade 
separation, 14 paving and six roadway 
widening projects, are 24 percent com- 
plete. This planning is being financed 
with reapportioned federal aid funds. 

Preliminary plans and engineering 
surveys, also under way, and financed 
from the same funds, include work on 
an inventory of roadways and traffic 
field studies; and studies of the central 
metropolitan area, and three problems 
at intersections.

tween Mexico City and the Guatemala 
border is well advanced, the federal 
highway department of Mexico having 
given the work a high priority. About 
6,000 men are employed on the job, in- 
cluding much hand labor recruited from 
Indian colonies in southern Mexico. 

The highway passes through highly 
diversified terrain, including mountains, 
lowlands and desert areas. Construction 
is difficult and includes a great deal of 
rock excavation. 

A road surfaced with crushed stone, 
and in some places with bituminous ma- 
terials, is being built. It is being con- 
structed sufficiently wide for two-way 
traffic. Where mechanical equipment is 
lacking, workers use hand sledges to 
prepare the crushed rock needed for the 
surfacing operations. 

In addition to the lack of sufficient 
construction equipment, the work is 
slowed by a shortage of spare parts 
and tires for the trucks -and other 


mechanical equipment. 


The Mexican government has allo- 
cated $8,000,000 for construction during 
1944, but considerable work will remain 
to be done in 1945'to complete the gap. 

Gaps in the highway between this 
country and the Canal Zone are as fol- 
lows: 410 miles in southern Mexico, 117 
miles in Costa Rica, and 33 miles in 
northern Panama.-The Mexican govern- 
ment is rushing construction work on its 
part of the international highway. The 
U. S. Public Roads Administration has 
entered into contracts to close the gaps 
in Costa Rica and Panama, although 
additional funds will be needed.

Big Inch conversion 
to natural gas urged 


Predicting that the United States will 
have a surplus of tank ships for the 
transportation of oil and products in the 
postwar period, Sidney A. Swensrud, 
vice president of Standard Oil Co. of 
Ohio, has recommended that the twenty- 
four-inch (Big Inch) and twenty-inch 
(Little Inch) war-emergency pipe lines 
be converted to bring natural gas from 
Texas to industrial centers in New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 

He pointed out that with plenty of 
tankers available, it would be difficult 
for pipe lines to compete, and called 
attention to the concentration of popula- 
tion in Eastern states. 

“Gas marketed through the lines 
would amount to only 3 to 4 percent of 


total natural gas consumption in the. 


United States at present, and there 


would appear to be adequate supplies 
available for the lines,” he said.

Wage scale investigated 


in Nortolk-Newport News. 


Inspectors of the Wage and Hour 
Division of the U. S. Department of 
Labor are to check records of a number 
of construction contractors in the Nor- 
folk-Newport News, Va., area who are 
believed to be operating in violation of 
the Wage Stabilization Act: 

The check, which is to result from an 
investigation of wage conditions con- 
ducted by a tripartite panel of the Wage 
Adjustment Board, will also be directed 
to detect illegal wage increases granted 
through the subterfuge of misclassifying 


workers into higher payin 
tions. 

After receiving report: from the in. 
spectors, the panel wil! reconvene ty 
take action in accordance with the 
penalty provision of the wage stabiling 
tion laws. Carl Jansen of Pittsburch 
Pa., who is associated with the Drave 
Construction Co., is industry representa. 
tive on the panel. 

Wages paid in violation of the Wage 
Stabilization Act may be disallowed jy 
the government as an expense of the 
employer in computing his deducti} 
costs for income tax purposes or for rp 
imbursement purposes under govern.

Detroit unions cooperate 
with WLB on wage rates 


Though the National War Labor 
Board has denied a general adjustmen 
in wage rates for unskilled laborers and 
mortar mixers on construction projects 
in Wayne, Oakland and Macomb cow- 
ties, Mich., it has authorized the Wage 
Adjustment Board to approve applica- 
tions of individual employers for a ten 
cent increase in both brackets. This pro 
vides a means of checking up on cot- 
struction contractors by requiring them 
to indicate whether or not they have 
paid excess rates in the past, 
amounts* paid, and the number of em- 
ployees affected. 

The General Builders’ Association of 
Detroit and the Laborers’ Union, Local 
334, A. F. of L., had requested a | 
cents general increase over the 9 cent 
paid laborers, and the 95 cents paid 
mortar mixers. They are now, however, 
appointing a committee to cooperalt 
with the Detroit Regional War Labor 
Board to enforce the new rate. This 
is the first time that industry and labor 
have set up machinery to effect volu- 
tary enforcement of any wage stabilia: 
tion program. 
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England plans to build 2,000 houses 
a week; has prototype on display 


peak production of prefabricated, temporary, steel houses can be 
three months after start of production. Land now being 


purchased by public agencies 


England expects to be producing 
from 2,000 to 2,500 pre-fabricated, tem- 
steel houses a week, within three 
months after labor, industrial capacity, 
and manpower can first be spared from 
the war effort, the Minister of Works, 
Lord Portal, recently told the House of 
ge no indication as to when that 
vill be. However, he added that before 
mass production could begin, seven 
months would be required from last 
May to perfect the prototype now set 
up, and to provide suitable jigs and tools 
for production on a mass scale. 

The prototype, the approval of which 
Parliament has under consideration, has 
heen on display in London since the 
frst of May. A duplicate house is 
planned for display in Scotland as soon 
as it can be built. 

Under present plans the houses— 
which will be manufactured by hun- 
dreds of thousands—are to be publicly 
owned, allocated, and licensed. Though 
designed to last ten years, they are in- 
tended to meet the needs, during the 
frst four or five years after the war, of 
returning servicemen, and of families 
whose homes have been bombed. 

More than half of the 20,000 acres of 
land required for erection of the pro- 
posed houses has been acquired and, to 
hasten acquisition, Parliament has 
authorized the Minister to confirm com- 
pulsory purchase orders without a pub- 
lic inquiry. In order to provide man- 
power and equipment, the Minister of 
Works is releasing the organization, the 
specialist labor, and plant of a number 
of civil engineering contractors, and is 
making them available for the prepara- 
tion of housing sites. 

In this connection, local authorities 
have been instructed “to carry out 
works of site preparation (including the 
provision of roads and sewers) .. . 
during 1944.” Such works are to be 
suitable for both temporary and _per- 
manent houses. 

Designed for a family of four, the 
prototype consists of a simple, pressed 


steel unit which requires five tons of 
sheet steel. It includes a living room of 


M5 sq. ft., two bedrooms each of 125 


q. ft, a kitchen, bathroom, lavatory, 
ind shed, covering a total area of 616 
%q. ft. within the outer walls. 


Floor sections are formed of sheet 


steel joists to which wood flooring is 
attached with screws. 

Walls, in panels of equal widths and 
containing steel windows, are wedged 
and bolted, and set on a sheet steel sill 
at the floor level and between vertical 


_corner and middle posts. Kitchen, bath- 


room, and lavatory walls are lined with 
steel; elsewhere, walls are lined with 
plyboard. Insulation is provided by 
means of aluminum foil on paper 
mounted on a light timber frame within 
the external wall. The inside of the ex- 
terior walls and the roof are asbestos- 
sprayed to deaden sound. 

The roof, pitched at 64% deg., has 
pressed metal joists at the centers cor- 
responding to the widths of the wall 
panels. The roof is bonderized, primed, 
tarred and sanded, as protection against 
rust. The steel walls are bonderized, 
primed and painted. 

Much experimentation has gone into 
plans for interior fixtures and fittings. 
Water will be heated from a boiler be- 
hind the living room stove connected 
with the cistern. When there is no fire 
in the stove, an electric immersion 
heater will be used. 

As to cost of the temporary structures, 
Lord Portal announced a tentative fig- 





ure of $2,200 per house—manufactured, 
delivered, and erected, with necessary 
facilities for water, drainage, gas and 
electricity. This is exclusive of land cost 
which, during the period between wars 
was estimated at from $80 to $100 a 
house. Of the $2,200 total house cost, 
$400 is charged to fittings, and $220 is 
estimated as the cost of clearing sites. 

The cost of the usual type of building 
materials, the minister said, reflect the 
following increases since the beginning 
of the war: bricks 45 percent, timber 
160 percent, and cement 44 percent. It 
is believed, however, that these prices 
will decrease with the increase in pro- 
duction after the war. 

The prototype was designed by C. J. 
Mole, deputy director of works; and A. 
W. Kenyon, in cooperation with Dr. 
R. E. S. Radling, chief scientific ad- 
visor to the Ministry of Works. 


, Access maintenance 
limited in Indiana 


Maintenance of defense plant and 
military. access roads which are not a 
part of the state highway system will 
not be the responsibility of the Indiana 
State Highway Commission, according 
to S. C. Hadden, commission chairman. 

In advising the officials of cities, towns 
and counties where such projects have 
been constructed, the commission 
pointed out that while the State High- 
way Department constructed the roads 
and bridges, it was only as construction 
agents for the Federal Government. 


First of 500,000 British prefabricated houses

The first work of his company, in 
1906, was the construction of the first 
government relief stations at Point Bar- 
row, Alaska. He later built the Baranof 
Hotel at Juneau. 
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Indiana building codes 
ready for postwar work 


The path for postwar construction in 
Indiana is said to have been cleared, as 
far as building codes are concerned, by 
the Governor’s recent formal approval 
of general construction and electrical 
rules and regulations. This follows 
closely the promulgation of rules gov- 
erning plumbing, heating, ventilating 
and air conditioning. 

The Administrative Building Coun- 
cil of Indiana, created by a legislative 
act of 1923, is responsible for the rfevi- 


. sion and adoption of the new building 


codes which supersede codes that have 
been in. use for many years and which 
by reason of progress in engineering 
and materials have become inadequate 


_ and obsolete. The building rules and 


regulations, as well as the electrical 
code, had not been revised since 1928; 
the plumbing code, since 1936. No state- 
wide code for heating, ventilating and 
air conditioning had ever been adopted. 

The new general construction code is 
patterned after the Uniform Code of 
the Pacific Coast Building Officials Con- 
ference which is now in use in more 
than 350 cities located in 31 states, and 
in Hawaii and Canada. It is the result 
of more than six years’ work by many 
interested organizations, having been 
started in March, 1938, under the direc- 
tion of a committee on building code 
revisions set up by the Indiana Society 
of Architects. 

The law specifically states that the 
rules and regulations adopted and pro- 
mulgated by the council shall have the 
force and effect of law in the design, 
construction, repair or alteration of pub- 
lic buildings, and, since Indiana cities 
adopt the state code for their minimum 
standard of practice, the new codes by 
eliminating conflicting and obsolete reg- 
ulations are expected to insure better 
and cheaper building construction with 
greater protection of life, health and 
safety. The further adoption of these 
codes by local communities in the state 
is being promoted by the council.
